President Warren has attended several meetings and 
spoken energetically against stove repair piracy. This 
has been the principal subject of discussion at these 
meetings and it is felt that much good has been ac- 
complished. 

The members of the National Association of Stove 
Manufacturers may congratulate themselves upon 
their officers.

mates, longshoremen and marine trans- 
port workers. If prolonged to any ex- 
tent this strike may force a cessation of 
work in the iron and steel trade. Stocks of ore on 
Lake Erie docks are about wiped out. The new sup- 
ply has not been sufficient to replenish the stores. Ore 
on furnace yards has about all been melted. The 
stoppage of new supplies from the Lake Superior 
region must of necessity drive many of the furnaces 
into idleness if the strike continues for two weeks or 
longer. This applies principally to the furnaces mak- 
ing foundry iron. A halt in furnace production means 
a halt in the foundry trade and a consequent shutting 
down of factories depending upon foundry products. 








THE ERA of unparalleled prosperity which began in 
1896, and which has progressed steadily with scarcely 
a perceptible slackening in its rate of ad- 
incetes vancement, continues unabated. In spite 
Outlook. 0f unprecedented conditions in the money 
market there is no evidence of any immi- 
nent material change. Money is tight, call money sold 
for 125 per cent in December, 60 per cent in January 
and 30 per cent in April, but commodities of all kinds, 
including labor, tend constantly to seek higher levels, 
building operations continue to break all records, rail- 
roads are ordering rolling stock and constructing great 
stations and the real estate market is displaying great 
activity. 
The consumption of commodities continues on an 
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enormous scale, making a steady demand on produc- 
tive and distributive industriés. Gauged by railroad 
earnings, distribution of general merchandise is at high 
water mark. Shipments to the interior, of all the lead- 
ing staple lines give continued evidence of general 
prosperity. 

Conditions are without a parallel. It is probable that 
barring a great crop failure or some other world 
calamity the price level of commodities, wages and 
land will continue to rise for some time to come. The 
conditions which preceded the great panics of 1857, 
1873 and 1893 are absent. 








AN INTERESTING volume on the iron trade of Great 
Britain has recently been issued by Mr. J. Stephen 
Jeans, for nearly thirty years secretary 


une of the British Iron Trade Association. 
Racoon He points out that in 1882 the world 


produced 9,680,000 tons of finished iron 

while twenty years later the output was only 1,580,000. 
Great Britain shows a falling off in that time from 
2,841,000 to 965,000 tons. On the other hand the 
world’s product of steel has increased from 7,000,000 
tons in 1882 to more than 36,000,000 tons in 1902, 
demonstrating that steel has largely taken the place 
of finished iron in the world’s work. The author 
affirms that the German wire rod syndicate, compris- 
ing eighty-two plants, exported 19,524 tons of their 
products in six months, on which their loss was $214,- 
860, while on the other hand on 22,307 tons which 
they sold to home consumers, they made a profit of 
$293,280. German consumers were charged $62.40 
per ton whereas only $35.00 per ton was obtained from 
the foreign buyer. A closer analysis of the condi- 
tions which produted such results would be very in- 
teresting. It is probably true that $62.40 per ton could 
not be maintained as the home consumption price if 
the 19,000 tons had not been exported. But to an im- 
partial observer it does seem as if a better adjustment 
of prices could be made to secure a larger home con- 
sumption and a smaller loss on exportations. 








THE pLeA of the farming and manufacturing inter- 
ests for the removal of the tax upon denaturized alco- 
hol has had its effect upon President 
Free Roosevelt, according to good authority, 
Denaturized ‘ 
Alcohot "4 recent reports from Washington de- 
clare that he is seriously considering the 
advisability of sending a special message to Congress 
on this subject. The President is said to be actuated 
by two things, the desire of providing farmers, manu- 
facturers and artisans with a cheaper fuel and light, 
and also, according to this authority, to begin his cam- 
paign against immoderate fortunes as represented by 
the greatest modern monopoly, the Standard Oil 
Company. 

The “free alcohol bill” seems to have the support 
of all the members of the congressional delegations 
of the middle and southern states in the lower house, 
and they are exerting their influence upon their re- 
spective senators to secure the adoption of the bill. 

The experience of foreign countries is cited as evi- 
dence of the large proportions to which the use of 
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denaturized alcohol would attain if the tax were re- 
moved. In 1896, when the Belgian government took 
similar action, only 126,658 gallons were used. Six 
years of free alcohol saw an increase in the amount 
used to 924,421 gallons. In Germany the increase in 
eight years was from 10,302,630 gallons to over 100,- 
000,000 gallons, two-thirds of which was used for 
power and heating purposes and cost 13% cents per 
gallon. The remaining third was used for lighting and 
chemical purposes. 7 

In Germany there are six thousand agricultural dis- 
tilleries. Four thousand of these represent the chief 
activity of the farms on which they are located. The 
total value of products derived from these agricultural 
distilleries in Germany amounts to about $25,000,000 
per annum, They are under government control. In 
Europe the alcohol heating stove takes the place of the 
gasolene stove for cooking and can be utilized without 
odor or danger of explosion. One of the convenient 
novelties largely used iti Germany is an alcohol flat 
iron with a small reservoir, which being filled with 
alcohol and lighted, heats the iron for an hour’s work 
at a cost of less than 2 cents. 

In the United States an insistent demand for cheap 
fuel has arisen in the irrigable lands of the West. 
They are too far away from any supplies of wood, 
coal or gasolene. But cheap and abundant crops of 
potatoes are raised on these farms, which go to waste 
because of the absence of a market. If converted into 
alcohol and utilized for pumping and power purposes, 
the potatoes will greatly extend the agricultural area 
in the semi-arid region. In these sections of the coun- 
try it would be necessary to establish agricultural po- 
tato distilleries, so as to save freight on the farm prod- 
ucts and alcohol. This would undoubtedly be the gen- 
esis of a great industry and eventually we would have 
the unique experience of going to the great western 
plains for an important source of power for our 
smaller industries. 

A cheap fuel of this sort, peculiarly adapted for 
small power engines, would give a great stimulus to 
individual production and help tremendously to stem 
the tide of combination and concentration in manu- 
factures.

of be the effect upon the commercial life of 
Wealth. Our country? Following the Chicago 
ire of 1871 there was a decided slump in 

the prices of securities lasting for several weeks, The 
property loss of the Chicago fire was in the neighbor- 
hood of $200,000,000. It is too early to say what the 
loss has been on the Pacific Coast. The earlier reports 
made it as great as $400,000,000. Probably it is at 
ieast as great as the loss in Chicago. The nation is 
only a large, conglomerate individual. A financial loss 
to an individual, even though it may be small com- 
pared with his total wealth or even with his incomé 
will nevertheless usually produce a certain amount of 
conservatism. The loss at San Francisco and in th 
neighboring cities, while not great when compare: 
with the total wealth of the nation, is still large enough 



































to have a decisive influence upon our national prosper- 
ity for the immediate future. Two hundred million 
doHars’ worth or more of wealth has been destroyed. 
As a nation, we are that much poorer. [If this disaster 
had come at a period of acute financial depression, the 
effect might have been immediate and demoralizing 
upon the whole country. That such a result has not 
followed is ample proof of the financial soundness of 
the country. This is one silver lining to the cloud.

THERMOMETERS ON ALL OVENS. 








A number of additions to their line of stoves and 
ranges and some important changes in the dress of 
their goods has led the Globe Stove & Range Com- 
pany of Kokomo, Indiana, to issue a supplement to 
their last catalogue.

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ADVANCE IN CUTLERY. 





In probably no line of manufacture has the strain of 
competition been felt more than in cutlery. Many 
patterns are now put out by manufacturers for $4.00 
per dozen, which a few years since were marketed at 
prices ranging from $4.50 to $6.00. This has been 
done notwithstanding the fact that heavy advances in 
material and wages makes the finished product cost 
more than before. 

In addition to this, practically all cutlery manufac- 
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turers have made general improvements in their prod- 
uct in finish, gauge of blade, perfect working of 
springs, fittings, etc. It is estimated that similar goods 
cost from 7% to 12%: per cent more to-day than 
when higher selling prices ruled. The strain on the 
producers of this.commodity can be realized, when 
we consider the small number of manufacturers, who 
are now calling on the retail trade as compared with 
the number who visited this trade some years since. 

It is reported that a meeting was called of all the 
cutlery manufacturers by one of the oldest cutlery 
concerns quite early this spring. It is now rumored 
among buyers that an agreement has been reached by 
all the cutlery interests, so that materially advanced 
prices will be put into effect. This advance was con-

DEATH OF T. FRANK IRELAND. 





T. Frank Ireland, ex-president and member of the 
xecutive Committee of the Michigan Retail Hard- 
vare Dealers’ Association and until recently a mem- 
er of the Joint Catalogue House Committee, died at 
us home in Belding, Michigan, Saturday morning, 
\pril 28th. The obsequies were held Monday. 

Mr. Ireland was born on a farm near Sublette, 
llinois, on September 18th, 1857, of Dutch and Scotch 
arentage.

course at Northwestern College, Naperville, Illinois.

heading he would not have used the meaningless ex- 
pression, “Everyone Building.” Remember a head- 
line must stand the test of being taken by itself. That 
is what a headline is for. It must arrest not only the 
physical eye but, what is more imortant, the eye of the 
mind. If he had said “Building a Home” he would 
have said a definite thing and arrested the attention of 
everyone interested. 
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Our other example is the range advertisement of 
the Simonet Furniture & Carpet Company of Still- 
water, Minnesota. The heading is well written and 
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goes right to the point. It has the merit of dealing 
with a subject which is intimately associated with 
home life, the most interesting subject in the world to 
the average man and woman. Coming down to the 
more vital part of the advertisement, that which deals 
with the particular ranges advertised, our criticism 
is that there is a lack of definiteness about the state- 
ments.

INTERSECTIONS BETWEEN CYLINDERS.—HOW TO FIND HOW THE LINES INTERSECT. 


FUE CRATE CUT OUT OF TRE re nee The inclined pipe is transferred to a horizontal posi- 

IN THE INTERSECTION, tion. The cutting lines are similarly placed in the new 
position, forming a right-angle as before. Being 
transferred, OQ in the new position is found on a ver- 
tical line, passing through O in elevation. The other 
points are also pierced by the vertical lines as shown, 
therefore point O intersects line O in pattern sheet in 
two places as shown, coinciding with the same points 
in the previous pattern proceeding towards B. Line 
through a, octagon cut intersects a-a- on pattern sheet 
to the right of O-O, Line through c intersects line 


The inclined pipe is pierced by the horizontal in 
points O-a-c-d-B-d-c-a-i, as shown in plan. In the pat- 
tern sheet we will use the lines o-a-c-d-T on each 
outside quarter of pattern, as shown, T representing 
the base of the inclined pipe and O representing the 
line on center of the inclined pipe, the other letters 
being between. In the pattern, the inclined pipe will 
join at the base line T. When formed in shape one- 
half of the section cut is shown as stated from O to T. 
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C-C in pattern sheet as shown to the right. Line 
through D intersects D-D in pattern sheet, also to the 
right. Line through B intersects line T outside lines 
in pattern to the right. Trace lines through the 
points, giving the section cut at lower end of the in- 
clined pipe as shown in the pattern sheet. Continue 
to I on upper side. Line through a intersects a-a- in 
pattern sheet to the left of O-O. Line through c in- 
tersects c-c- in pattern sheet to the left of O-O. Line 
through d intersects d-d- in pattern sheet to the left of 
O-O. Line through T intersects T-T in pattern sheet, 
outside lines of pattern. The last points coincide 
with the points previously found in the other patterns, 
thus giving the required pattern of the section cut out 
of the inclined pipe in the intersection of the two pipes. 
The pattern for the intersection is shown in one piece 
to the right of the inclined pipe. This pattern is found 
by spacing the points o-a-c-d-B-d-c-a-o on a line per- 
pendicular to the pitch of inclined pipe and drawing 
the parallels through the points o-a-c-d-B and a-c-d-T, 
cutting the lines in points shown. Lines joining 
points gives the pattern for the section cut in one 
piece as shown. In this pattern describe a circle as 
shown by the points T-d-c-a-o-a-c-d-B-d-c-a-o-a-c- 
d-T. Draw the vertical lines through the points, in- 
tersecting the pattern lines in points. Numbered sim- 
ilar, lines traced through the points, give a square el- 
bow pattern as shown, 
SQUARE ELBOW PATTERN. 

This pattern is obtained by drawing vertical lines 
through the points on the circle. The line through T 
intersects the center line, B of the pattern, giving the 
point at the back of the elbow. Line through B inter- 
sects lines Ti T in pattern, giving points at throat of 
elbow. Line through O intersects line O-O of pat- 
tern, giving points midway between the back and 
throat. The other points are found between T-O-B. 
You can always obtain a square elbow by drawing 
lines through the points without using any mitre line 
whatever, 

OCTAGON MITRE PATTERN. 

The octagon mitre pattern is found by the opera- 
tions already performed. Draw a line from the back 
of the octagon mitre pattern to the throat of the pat- 
tern, square from center of line between O and B to 
intersect the line drawn through B, center of pattern. 
That point is a center. Extend the point of the di- 
viders to the point of the back of pattern. You can 
lay out the pattern for the center half. Place the 
point of dividers on line T to intersect the point at 
throat. Lay out one side of the throat part of elbow 
and lay out the other side the same way, completing 
the octagon mitre pattern without using a mitre line. 
In the square elbow pattern, the point where vertical 
line through C intersects center line B, is the center 
to lay out the octagon. You will find this distance 
three times the radius of the circle. 

The square mitre elbow pattern can be laid out 
nearly true by taking the distance from O to T in the 
lividers and describe the curve from the back of 
pattern to points a-a on each side of center line; then 
‘ake the same distance on lines T-T, describe the out- 
ide reverse curves at throat of elbow from a to T. 
raw a-straight line from a- in upper curve through 
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point O to a- in lower curve. The distance taken in 
dividers is the diagonal of a quadrant of an inscribed 
square or the side of an inscribed square. 

To lay out a square elbow quickly, mark the out- 
stretch or half of it on a sheet of black iron with 
marking crayon. Draw a center line as B, two lines 
midway as O-O. Draw lines from throat to back pass- 
ing through O-O. You have three accurate points on 
each side. Take the diagonal of the quadrant of an 
inscribed square marked in the circle of the base, or 
take the side of an inscribed square (which is the 
same thing) and describe the curves in the center and 
the two outside reverse curves. The pattern is ap- 
proximate but close enough when only one elbow is to 
be made. An elbow pattern cannot be laid out ac- 
curately by any mechanical contrivance using only one 
center point. 
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ANOTHER KICK. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have been much interested in the various articles 
which have lately been published in regard to the qual- 
ity of tin plate and am somewhat surprised that the 
same criticism is not applied to so-called galvanized 
iron (?) and black sheet iron (?). 

I see that the manufacturers claim that they can 
furnish just as good as was made fifty years ago if we 
would pay the price. But I have bought plate that I 
was assured was the best ever—that no better ever was 
made or could be made at any price—and J paid the 
price, only to find that it was no better to wear than 
some that cost about one-half as much. So that I have 
about lost confidence in the whole output of sheet 
metals. 

Neither do I understand why with all our improve- 
ments in methods and skill and intelligence in our 
mills, good material.should cost so much as to make 
the use of it almost prohibitive. I cannot pay $18 or 
$20 per box for terne plate and put on a roof in com- 
petition with so-called three-ply gravel roof at $3.50 
per square, and when I argue the superiority of the 
tin roof, am met with the statement that “tin roofs are 
no good any more, whatever they may have been in the 
past,” and in the light of the roofer’s experience for 
the last ten or fifteen years as shown in the trade jour- 
nals (as well as my own experience), I can only stand 
mute, 

I would also like to say here that in some twenty- 
five years at the tinners’ trade, half of which as an 
employer, I have found my “brother tinks.” average up 
pretty well with the rest of the community as regards 
intelligence, sobriety and morality. 

As you can see I am better fitted to wield the snips 
than the pen, but feel as though I would like to do 
something towards improving conditions in the trade.

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PRONG LOCK WIRELESS FIRE PROOFING. 








The development of modern construction, given con- 
tinual impetus by the demand that building sites shal! 
be out of commission as short a time as possible, has 
led to many improved methods which would make our 
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grandfathers gasp with astonishment. Everything is 
made in the shop, and by machinery, which can be so 
made, and the result is usually more satisfactory in 
point of utility and service than the method which it 
supersedes. 

In this class may be placed the various systems of 
expanded metal used to take the place of the old-style 
wooden lath. The metal lath, or, more correctly 
speaking, the metal substitute for lath, can be put in 
place much more quickly and more securely than the 
wooden lath, but that is not the only advantage. Ex- 
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and grips the lath firmly to the studding in a never- 
relaxing hold. 

“The furring is also made with projecting prongs 
and either nailed to wood joists or attached to steel I 
beams by a simple system of clips. The ceiling lath is 
clasped to the furring by the prongs in the same way 
as to the studding. The ease of erecting this system 
makes it the most economical on the market, and as the 
prongs are absolutely immovable, it makes it the most 
rigid.” 

The illustration of the Prong Lock Wireless system 








panded metal is non-combustible and its use is an- 
other step towards making buildings completely fire- 
proof. 

As is natural in the development of a new industry 
such as this the various manufacturers are intent upon 
perfecting the best system, and improvements follow 
each other so fast that it is difficult to keep pace with 
them all. 

The Berger Manufacturing Company of Canton, 
Ohio, calls attention to a statement, which they say is 
misleading, though probably unintentional, and which 
appeared in the advertising space of a perfectly repu- 
table fireproofing concern,.to the effect that the lat- 
ter make the only system in which the furring is not 
tied or wired. In answering this statement the Berger 
Manufacturing Co. say: 

“The ‘Prong Lock Wireless’ system overcomes the 
objectionable features mentioned most effectually. It 
consists of a system of metal sockets (one style made 
with projecting prongs, the other with slots), which 
are fixed in place at the floor and ceiling. The steel 
studding is slipped either into the slots in one style of 
socket or between the prongs of the other as the case 
might be. The prongs are easily pressed back and 
clinch the studding in a rigid grip. 

“The studs are provided at intervals of six or eight 
inches with projecting prongs punched out of the steel. 
The wire or metal lath is placed on the studding, the 
prongs projecting through the mesh. A pressure of 
the thumb or the tap of a hammer clinches them back

It will be noted that 
these periods were about 100 years in extent. The 
litference in style is readily discernible, although the

POOR DECKS—POOR ROOFS. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

On first thought I had no intention of entering into the 
discussion of tin roofs at all. But, seeing I have, I will try 
and finish the job, even as I would a tin roof, in a work- 
manlike manner. The article that appeared in the issue of 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of the 28th inst. we will call the 
main roof. I will now proceed to put in the flashing and do 
the finishing. 

In the first place I will call the attention of all who are 
intérested in tin roofs, to the facts as I find them in my ex- 
perience with tin roofs. 

I find that no matter where you go in this country or 
what locality you are in, that nearly all of the roofs of to-day 
commence to rust from the under side. I mean by this, roofs 
that have proper pitch and are kept properly painted with a 
good, durable paint. 

Now, comrades, follow me along as I go and I will try 
and show you the reason why the roofs do rust from the 
under side. To be fair in this matter and to impress upon 
the minds of the readers of THe AMERICAN ArTISAN, I will 
make this assertion: In all my experience as a tinner I have 
never yet been able to behold more than a very few decks 
that were properly boarded. And if any of you tinners ever 
have, I would like to hear from you right away, as old age is 
creeping upon us and we might pass away. This is no joke, 
but is a serious matter—for my heart sometimes aches and I 
have a tired feeling when I am asked to lay tin on some 
decks. 

But that is not the. limit—they want the tinner to do a 
first-class job. _ 

Now I have arrived at the place where I am going to 
tell you about the boarding of decks. 
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In the first place, if it is not tight and there are crack 
left in the boarding, it is not properly done. And these ar: 
some of the reasons: Sometimes a seam comes on a crack 
it cannot be properly nailed or pounded down. It must there 
fore depend entirely upon solder, which is entirely wrong 

- In a short time the seams crack, water runs in under and th. 
roof commences to rust from the under side. 

Through those same openings in the boards comes the h: 
air; all the steam and foul air condenses and becomes as 
sweat. 

Along those openings on the tin you can find a streak 
rust. Consequently your roof will rust from the under: sid: 
You cannot stop it by putting four carloads of paint on th 
top side. 

I believe tin for a roof ought to be painted on the und 
side or else a layer of paper should be placed in under it 
I often wonder how some men can expect a tin roof to b 
much when all those troubles that I have mentioned are over 
looked. But I think I will sum it up like this: They ar 
building about four-story high and their expectations are te: 
stories high; or, in other words, they are 22-caliber in a 
44-frame. 

So the genuine tinners of this country do not need as 
much cussing as they get. It’s the would-be tinner, thx 
would-be architect, the would-be know-all, also the cheap 
John, who want to reap 200 per cent on their investment. 

I hope I have not done an injustice to anyone and to sc¢ 
a revival in tin roofs.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

Chicago jobbers report a very satisfactory condition 
of business in all seasonable lines. The volume of 
trade in garden tools is very good and the demand 
for carpenter’s tools is. feeling the stimulus of the 
spring weather. 

Prices are very firm but no substantial advances are 
reported. ' 

The stove manufacturers are extremely well pleased 
with the situation. - Most houses report a volume of 
business far ahead of a year ago, although in some 
localities fear of the coal strike is having a depressing 
tendency. 

The shortage of wire cloth and poultry netting has 
reached.an acute stage. Retailers were chary about 
ordering the normal quantity owing to the high quota- 
tions and their small stocks have been eaten up by the 
early demand. 

In practically all lines in which trading is brisk the 
jobbers are going back to the mills for fresh supplies 
and this has complicated the situation a little. The 
mills are enjoying unexampled prosperity and have 
trouble enough in filling the demands of the ordinary 
course of business. Under the circumstances they find 
it extremely: difficult to make prompt shipments. 

All Pacific coast jobbers naturally are overwhelmed 
with business as the result of the San Francisco dis- 
aster. This unusual demand is also affecting the sit- 
uation in the east and factories as a rule are giving 
preference to Pacific coast business. 

The situation is especially acute in regard to win- 
dow glass. Enormous quantities of both plate and 
double strength must be ready by fall for the new 
buildings which will rise on the ruins of the old. Pro- 
. duction must practically cease during the summer 
months unless some unusual steps are taken to provide 
for this emergency. 

Refrigerator factories report a large quota of orders 
and the advanced prices quoted by many of them are 
being firmly maintained. Linseed oil maintains a mid- 
dle position at 40 to 41 cents for boiled in single bar- 
rel lots. The demand for better grades of Manilla 
rope is improving the condition of the market. 

The recent advances on heavy hammers and steel 
squares are still an element of disturbance in the mar- 
ket as stocks in jobber’s hands were bought at lower 
prices and.can be sold at prices not justified by the 
ruling quotations. 





BILLETS AND RODS. 

The Youngstown mills will now begin turning out 
steel rails.to full capacity; and.the new 50 ton open 
hearth furnace of the Inland Steel Company is open. 
This increased activity will lessen the supply of steel 
billets. There are more.than formerly were on the 
market during the week closing, and prices range 
from $34 to $35. Bessemer rods are easier, however, 
and independent mills are quoting $35 f, 0,- b, Chi- 
cago, re?

SHEETS. 


An advance of $2 per ton on both black and galvan- 
ized sheets has been urged by independent mills, but 
the majority has not prevailed to this end and no ad- 
vance has been effected. The sharp raise in price of 
sheet bars will no doubt result in higher prices of the 
finished products. The demand on all sheets continues 
good and it is almost impossible to get deliveries with- 
in eight weeks on black, and on galvanized in ten.to 
twelve weeks. No change has occurred in prices giv- 
en for Chicago delivery a week ago. 





PLATES. 


Expected orders for approximately 25,000 new steel 
cars from various railroads has kept the price of 
plates up. Orders now in will keep mills running sixty 
days double time. Some mills, however, are in posi- 
tion to make fairly prompt deliveries and are compet- 
ing for orders offered. The newest quotations for 
Chicago delivery are as follows: Tank quality, %4- 
inch and heavier, wider than 6% and up to 100 inches 
wide, inclusive, car lots, Chicago, 1.76%c; 3-16-inch, 
1.86'4c.; Nos. 7 and 8 gauge, 1.911%4c; No. 9, 2.01%c; 
flange quality, in widths up-to 100 inches, 1.86%c; 
base, for 44-inch and heavier, with the same advances 
for lighter weights; sketch plates, tank quality, 
1.86%4¢ ; flange quality, 1.961%4c. Store prices on plates 
are as follows: Tank plate, %4-inch and heavier, up to 
72 inches wide, 2c to 2.10c; from 72 to 96 inches 
wide, 2.10c to 2.20c; 3-16-inch up to 60 inches wide, 
2.10c to 2.20c; 72 inches wide, 2.35c to 2.45c; No. 8, 
up to 60 inches wide, 2.15c¢ to 2.25c; flange and head 
quality, 25c extra. 





TIN. 

Tin continues to soar to record-breaking prices, as 
the result of the strong bulling influence in the Eng- 
lish market, together with the small available imme- 
diate supply. However, domestic jobbers in tin plates 
will hold to the prices quoted a week ago, in spite of 
the additional advance in both London and New York 
markets. 





OLD MATERIAL. 

The Chicago and North-Western Railway has sent 
out a list offering 1,500 tons of material for sale, but 
quotations on all kinds of scrap ate practically un- 
changed from those of a week ago. All kinds of steel 
and iron scrap are reported to be going well in the 
New York market and stove plate is being inquired 
for to a moderate degree. Western dealers are please‘! 
to note that no change in the market results from the 
continued offerings of large western roads. 





WIRE; NAILS. 
Stocks throughout the country are exceedingly light 
and the shipments are correspondingly heavy, probab!y 
heavier than ever. before in the history of the trade. 
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Large contracts are calling heavily upon the supply 
and prices show no change. Quotations are: $2 in 
car lots to jobbers and $2.05 in car lots to retailers, 
with an advance of 5 cents for less than car lots from 
mills. 





CUT NAILS. 


The market is firm under a steady but not an un- 
usual demand. The Cut Nail Association met last 
week and reaffirmed prevailing quotations as follows: 
Steel cut nails in car lots, $1.95; less than car lots, $2; 
iron cut nails, $2.05 in car lots; less than car lots, 
$2.10. 


BARB WIRE. 


The railroads are taking practically all the barb wire 
that is coming into the market, the demand for fenc- 
ing on their new work being very insistent. Quota- 
tions are firmly maintained, as follows: To jobbers, 
Chicago, car lots, painted, $2.15; galvanized, $2.45. 
To retailers, car lots, painted, $2.20; galvanized, $2.50. 
Retailers, less than car lots, painted, $2.30; galvanized, 
$2.60. Staples, bright, in car lots to jobbers, $2.10; 
galvanized, $2.40; car lots to retailers, 10 cents extra, 
with an additional 5 cents for less than car lots. 





IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Heavy buying has at last materialized in the pig 
iron market, with a slight advance in price resulting. 
The alarm that the San Francisco disaster would dis- 
turb the steel market proved unfounded. The re- 
building is certain to be slow enough to make the 
burden light on the mills, which are now, of course, 
crowded with orders. The Uriited States Steel Cor- 
poration, the Lackawanna Steel Company, and the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company have opened their books 
for orders for steel rails on the basis of $28.00 at the 
mill. The corporation has orders already booked for 
the whole last half of 1906, and is beginning to con- 
sider prices for 1907, and a raise in the price is sug- 
gested. But in spite of the extraordinary building 
preparations throughout the country, and unusual rail- 
road construction, most authorities consider the price 
fair as it now stands. An independent steel mill near 
Chicago has just placed an order for 10,000 tons of 
basic for delivery in the third quarter. There has 
been a heavy demand for foundry pig iron during the 
week in review, the total of sales being 35,000 tons for 
the week.. The strike on the Great Lakes is threaten- 
ing to seriously affect the mills that are dependent upon 
a coal supply from these sources, and sudden and 
heavy buying in Northern iron has resulted. The 
present stocks are sufficient to meet the needs for sixty 
days, however.

Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

The week just ended has seen no important change in the 
situation of the local pig iron market. Inquiry continues, and 
a. rather satisfactory tonnage of actual orders has _ been 
placed. Buyers generally still seem to be inclined to delay 
covering their requirements for the last half of the year, al- 
though quite a number of big consumers have sent out “feel- 
ers” within the past few days and several bonafide deals ot 
considerable size are pending. What activity there has been 
has appeared in spots, and the Chicago district has probably 
had more than its proportionate share. There, more than 
anywhere else, the big buyers seem to realize the proximity 
of the last half, and to appreciate that they must do some- 
thing towards looking after their requirements. The demand 
for Basic continues, and a number of sales of malleable are 
reported. 

The agricultural implement manufacturers who have been 
buying only for their immediate requirements are now be 
ginning to take an interest in the situation, and inquiries from 
this direction are quite numerous. A distinct feature of the 
present situation is the absolute dearth’of southern charcoal 
iron. Not for many years has the South been in as crippled 
a condition so far as this product is concerned. If seems 
impossible to secure sufficient charcoal to keep the furnaces 
going, and practically none of this metal is to be had to-day 
either for prompt or forward shipment. Current business is 
certainly of sufficient volume to maintain the present scale of 
prices. A feeling of satisfaction seems to exist both with 
the buyer and the consumer. Shipments are going out at a 
rate that leaves very little on the furnace yards. 

The market for foundry coke is quiet, but a number of 
Southern furnaces are contracting for the last six’ months 
of this year on a sliding scale basis. 


Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 

The market continues most satisfactory from the pro 
ducers’ standpoint, the only unfavorable feature being the 
strike of the longshoremen on the lakes. If the strike is of 
more than two weeks’ duration, it will result in the shut-down 
of some independent furnaces now running on foundry and 
malleable iron for a number have about exhausted their ore 
supply and were depending on receiving some deliveries on 
opening of navigation to keep in operation. The supply of ore 
on docks of the lower lake ports is practically exhausted. If 
the strike remains unsettled even for a short period, it is likely 
to affect the price and delivery of Northern irons 

Sales of all grades continue in satisfactory volume, and 
inquiry for a considerable tonnage is pending, particularly for 
malleable and basic. One large consumer is now in the mar- 
ket for their June requirements of foundry iron, but most in- 
quiries and sales are for delivery extending throughout the 
third quarter. Bessemer and basic for nearby shipment are 
scarce. Prices are firm and some Northern furnaces refuse to 
accept further orders at the close price at which they made 
some recent sales. 

There is no let up in the exceedingly heavy consumption, 
which is keeping pace with production, 

Foundry coke is quiet, but there is a good demand for fur- 
nace coke from the Connellsville District and good figures are 
being realized for this grade.
